Radioactive rain 
over Japan port 


TOKYO, — Rainwater over the port 
ΟἿ of Watjima, about 320 kms. 
northwest of Tokyo, was contami- 
nated by radioactive fallout, the 
Wajima weather bureau reported 
yesterday. 

The bureau said it detected radio- 
active content in the rainwater 70 
times more than normal on Satur- 
day. The bureau said it believed the 
high count was causéd by China's 
nuclear test last Wednesday. The 
bureau said, however, the radioacti- 
vity was not high enough to harm 
human beings or animals.
